Chleago Times: Il was during holiday
wook, twentyfour years ago, that the
fll-fated stenmshlp Atlantle was wrecked
upon the reefs on “‘Doevil’s Cradle,’
within forty fect of the lofty rock-bound
west const of Nova Scotime 1t was one
of the most disustrous of oconn horrors
on record, The oldest resident of that
vicinily Is venerable, silver-hnired Jack
Watts, who hae fust turned lis eighty-
second yonr. He [ o stalwiart, haedy,
rough, weather-benten fishorman with o
brillinnt record for bravery.

“Do I remember that night? Do I?
You wouldn’t nsk that question, my boy,
If you had been hore, for if you lived
evaor to many lives you would not larget
that awful night through all eternity,”
soid he, und the sturdy old man’s voice
guivered as he paused toclenr his throat,
and his oyes glistened.

SWall, sir,” he continued, *‘you re-
marked that this was a stormy night
whoen you came in,  Pehaw! this is noth-
ing. Sure there ik a bit of a storm
brewing and o eather stiff brecze, but
nothing worth noticing,  Look out n
bit." And ns e opened the door a gust
of wind extinguished the lamp, leaving
the room In dirkness,

Wo wallked out towanrl the blaff. The
alr was muvky, raw and growing bitter
cold,  Eighty feet below the waves
dashed sgninst the rocks, pounding like
pome enormous sledgahnmmer, with n
noise like distant thunder, and causing
the ledg e under our foet to vibrate wih
ench blow.

Nine have
been lost there duving my time, But
that was not theluck of the Atlantie,
which was too fivmly sot in the rocks to
be moved, and the waves pounded and
broke her in two, and after awhile tore
her to piecea  DBut that night set in
hard. It was cold -~ bitter cold---and the
sun wentdown in o blinding snowstorm,
and the wind blew every way with n
forca that was awful: then came sleot
and hail that cut your very clothes, and
dreow blood whereyer it struck your flesh,
All the time the wind wns radsing nnd
thosir was getting more bitterly cold,

It wns s0 cold that the air seemed
to sting you, and the wind would
whirl you arvound almost off your

fect; it whistled and howled and sereech-
ed with a frightful noise. 1 says to my
pious old woman: *Mary Ann, it does
seem os though hell itself had been let
looso tonight,’ and says she to me, “Jim-
my, [ believe it is—but—Jimmy—hark!’

The “Zone-Tuorlf," ns it is called, wos
wit in operntion in Hungary on August
. 1880, It has, therefore, but a hrlef
experienca 1o ;u,-iti!y it practibilitys
but the results thus fur have been so re-
murkablo that its success seems to b
nssured, saysn weiter in the Cuontury.
The mothod consists of adivision of the

tervitory of  Hupgory into four-
teen  concentric  sones, Budapest,
the  capital, heing the center.
The first A0 includes ull

stations within 25 kiloraoters-—164 miles
—from the conter; the scecond, all more
than 25 and less than 40: all the zones
exeept tho fiest, the twelfth and the
thirteeuth are 15 kilometeors, or a little
more than 9 miles in width; the three
named ara 25 kilometers in breadth, and
the fourteenth includes all stutions more
than 225 kliometers from the capital.
The fare is regulated by the number of
zones which the teaveler enters or
crossesduring  his journcy. Reducing
guldensto econts, the rate is 20, 16 and 10
cants per zone for first, second and thivd
clnss }msri-n;;l-:‘n vegpectively,  1f one
starts from Dudapest and crosses three
gzones  he travels, therclove, fifty-five
kilometers, or about thirty-four miles:
if ho roes Hest-clhss,, his fuve will be 60

cents: if second class, 48 cents;  if third-
alnss, 850 cents.
For loeal traffic, when the traveler

does not eross the boundary of any zone,
thore ave specinl rates; if he goes only to
the nearvest station the charges will be
12, 6 and 4 conts; if to the second stution
[rom his starting point, 16, 9 and 0 certs;
if to the third station the (ol rates of the
zone nre charged

The greatest reduction, however, is
in the long distanee. * * * Thaincrease

In the pussenger traffic has been
very great.’ ' Fot -the frst eight
montlhis of the new system  the

number of pussengers cerried was 7,770,-
876; for the corresponding months of the
wrevious year the number carvied wis
2,801,802, It muy be supposed  that this
incrense was mainly dueto the great re-
duction in the longr-distance
rates, On thecontrary the gain is the
largost in tho traflic  between
neighhoring stutions, or such
passengers there were under the old
system 255,000 under the new 4,367,586,

This vast incrense of business hns also
been accompnnied by a substantinl in-
creaso of revenue,

VICTIMS OF WAVE AND W HALE
The Awlfal Farte of Ten Men in
Stormy Okho' ak Sea,

The two most modest entries mude on
‘change o day ago wers the areivals of
the whaling vessel Churles W, Morgan
aud the stenmer Norwhal, siys the Sun
Prancigeo Chronivle.  Beyond tho routs
ino fnet of theiv eatohes no reports were
\:’n'l-.n by the officers, Yet the Morgan
st six of her crvew in the OKhotsk seq,
and the Norwhal lost four of her sailors,
who were swept fo eternity by the fatal
tidal wave,

The Norwhal left here nt the hegin:
ning of the season. Hor oruise was with-
out fneident until she arrived in the
vieinity of Cape Lisburne, o point noted
for the furions gules which sweep in
shore, The Norwhal aetived rnﬂl 1 ha
capens o blinding hwricinoe wns blow:
ing, necompanied by seas which rose
over the vessel and deluged its deck
with tons of wator,

Toward midnight the gale blew a tor-
vitie hurricane.  There were onthe deck
wateh at the timedolin Campbell, Manuel
Muartin, N. Poterson, Feank Pesoro and
two other sallors:. Without warning o
huge sen gathered and  boomed up
through the durkness like o black
yallto the territied sailors.  The next
nstant, with o mighty voue, it dished
over the deck of the Norwhal, eavrying
withitslx men. They hal no time to
realize theivdanger, By a singular but
fortunate circumstance the huge wave
recoiled from the shors and threw two
of the swamped men on thelr vessol
They hoad received no injuries beyond o
few concussions and o pssing nervous
prosieation.  But their four comrdes,
whose names have been mentioned,wero
never seon agnin, Aconsiderable portion
of the vessol's bulwarks wis swept away
and other serious dumuge was  sus-
tvined,

Another fatality fully as thrilling as
that of the Norwhal, which eanscd the
deunth of six men instead of four, visited
the whaler Chuvles W. Morgan, She
spent i considerable portion of her timoe
in the Okhotsk sea, On September 1 o
whitle wis espied a stone’s throw awny
from the vessel, The Morgan wasnbout
one hundred miles off lund. A heavy
gulo was lnshing the sen into fury and
some time elapsad befors the whalers
determined to give battle to the “'bow-
head™ from a smull boat. It was low-
ered, with the lollowing outfit:  Second
Muate Martin, Boatstecrer Griffiths,
James Cook, B. F, Hargruve, T. Steven-
son and John Peters. T'wo other bouts
were subsequently lowered, but the sec-
ond mate was the first to reach the
whule and administer a harpoon to hiwm,
Stung by the pain, the monster took n
bee line from the vessel, cariving sev-
eral hundred fathoms of lineand the sec-
ond mate's bont with him,

His desperate rush was cheeleed by a
bomb lunee which was firved into him
from the boat, Scarcely had the shot
been fired than the whale turned and
dashed toward the small bont.  One
swish of his tail smashed the frail
craft and threw the six doomed men
into the gule-blown sen. The whale
wans lust seen seudding away, carrying
the line and the remnants of the boat
with him.  Captuin Layton of the Mor-
gan sniled steaight for the spot whers
Lhe desperate battle occeurred, but not o
trace conld be found of the hapless men
who had fruitlessly battled for tife In the
ocein,  Their end was as mystevious us
it was impressive and awiol, and with a
gloomy memory and o shortened crew
the sn.?inrs on the Morgan left their dead
